DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the Appeal Brief filed on June 21 , 201 0, prosecution is hereby 
reopened. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-34 are pending in this application. All pending claims are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The most relevant reference is the Cromer reference (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2002/0166072) fails to teach or suggest "a BIOS of an ATM that 
specifies a drive requires the manual input by a user of a BIOS boot password prior to 
booting from the drive, and also the BIOS of the ATM specifies a drive that does not 
require the manual input by a user of a BIOS boot password prior to booting from the 
drive". Thus, the cited prior arts of record failed to teach or suggest a method/system 
for an ATM that selectively controls the booting of the machine for different storage 
device drives. 

5. The Examiner has performed an update search and did not identify any 
references that disclose the claimed invention, or could be reasonable to combine with 
the references. For this reason, independent claims 1, 14, 16, 17, 19, and 22 and 
dependent claims 2-1 3, 1 5, 1 8, 20, 21 , and 23-34 are allowed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
